In  ib»**  eui.  r 
is  a  gr  *t  cage  like  iiK^oeure.  court ru*  t*  d 
of  avoo*I  which  is  dried  and  twiste*|  .by 
ccniuriesof  ex|s»>ure.  but  yet  as  sound 
as  wlien  hewed  from  the  Lg.  This  is 
the  reading  place.  Ascending  the  steps 
which  leptl  to  the  interior,  the  rabbi  ojvens 
the  scroll  and  begins  to  teach  and  intone. 
The  assembled  congregation  walk  around 
the  cage,  muttering  and  gesturing.  %ome 
chiming  in  a  high  key,  or  imitating  the 
blasts  *>f  «a  trombone  through  tiie  hands. 
Soin**  weep  as  they  frantically  throw  up 
their  arms;  others  kiss  their  phylacteries 
as  tliev  f.jlil  and  unfold  them  about  the 
left  arm  and  the  head;  others  march 
around  and  l>eat  time  with  their  hands 
an*l  feet.  Any  reference  to  the  coming 
of  th**  Messiah  excite*  them  to  frenzy. 

Little  el.-e  remains  in  Tiberias  to  inter¬ 
est  the  student.  Relics  of  the  past  are 
found  intermingled  with  the  necessities 
of  ilie  present.  Disks  cut  from  the 
syenito  columns  of  the  old  temple  serve 
as  null  tones  to  grind  barley  for  the  sons 
of  'Mohammed;  line  old  porphyry  col¬ 
umns  are  thrown  ujion  the  ground  and 
hollowed  out  for  public  horse  troughs; 
tlm*  I.ing  fioors  are  paved  with  bits  of 
frieze  chiseled  after  Grecian  designs  paid 
for  l»y  llcrod  Antipas. 

The  cattle  are  slaughtered  in  the  public 
thoroughfare.-;  the  streets  are  hopelessly 
filthy  ;  the  bazars  are  unattractive;  the 
people  are  depressed ;  and,  as  the  drago¬ 
man  tells  us.  "the  king  of  the  fleas”  re¬ 
sides  here.  Yet  here  come  the  pilgrim 
Jews  to  die,  in  order  that  their  bones 
may  rest  close  to  the  tomlis  of  their  wise 
men  avIio  have  gone  before;  some  de¬ 
clare  that  here  tin  Messiah  will  appear.

Physical  Training  at  Cornell.  , 

"What  is  done  in  the  way  of  physic  .1 
training  f” 

"Every  freshman  is  examined  .when  lie 
enters,  by  the  doctor,  and  careful  meas¬ 
urements  taken  of  him,  his  lungs  tested, 
his  heart  examined,  his  muscular  pov  ,1 
tried.  During  the  first  two  years  of  ifio 
course  nil  the  young  men  are  required  to 
take  physical  training  under  the  direr 
ti  >n  ol  the* professor  of  physical  culture. 
During  two  terms  of  the  year  this  con¬ 
sists  in  military  drill.  In  the  winter  term 
they  take  gymnastic  exercise.  Certain 
ones,  avIio  are  found  to  be  unequal  to  this 
iu  their  entrance  examination,  are 
treated  by  themselves,  and  j)erforni  exer¬ 
cises  prescribed  /by  tho  professor  for  the 
purpose  of  strengthening  their  weak 
points.  There  are  perhaps  thirty  of  these 
in  each  class.  They  are  called,  in  col¬ 
lege  slang,  ‘the  P.  W.  ’s’  —  .physical 
Avrtcks.  •  This  compulsory  physical 
training  under  the  personal  direction  of 
the  professor  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
and  value,  and  the  results  of  it  are  ad¬ 
mirable. 

"The  young  ladies  have  gymnastic  o.;- 
ercise  al.-o,  except  thoso  who  are  over  2 1 
— and  these  may  take  it  if  they  choose, 
and  as  a  matter  of  fact  most  of  them  do. 
Of  course  there  are  some  who  are  unable 
to  take  the  same  exercise  as  the  others, 
anil  they  are  sjiecially  prescrilied  for. 

"The  importance  of  tins  c-unpul'ory 
training  is  easily  seen.  When  th**  jJiys- 
ical  culture  is  elective,  os  it  is  at  Harvard, 
just  those  students  who  need  it  most  d<> 
not  get’  it;  that  is  to  say,  as  a  general 
rule,  only-  tho.-e  students  will  of  their  own 
choice  take  up  gymnastic  exercise  and 
pursue  it  regularly  avIio  are  already  in 
pretty  go<>d  physical  condition,  while  the 
awkward,  and  the  weak  will  l>e  apt  to 
leave  i!  i*l*>ni .  Wo  have  elective  studies 
at  Corned,  but  physical  culture  is  not  <>i;.* 
of  them. — Interview  with  President 
Adams.
